mjlitary purposes only. The great innova- 
ion involved in these vessels as far as the 

American navy is concerned, lies in the 
fact that while their frames and general 
construction will be of ateel, their huuzls 
are to be sheathed with wood and cop- 
per. The essential reasons for this method 
of construction and for the selection of the 
types are that the vessels will be largely 
independent of docking facilities and eco- 
nomical in the use of fuel. 

The docking expenses, whether at home 
or abroad, and the cost of fuel are two 
very serious outiays that these vessels are 
counted upon to minim'ze, while their ac- 
tivity, range of action and general effi- 
clency are greatly increased. 

The character of the service for which 
these gunboats are particularly des'gned 
requires that they be exposed to musketry 
fire and the hous'ng of the major part of 
the battery by an unbroken deck, besides 
adding materially to the st:ffness and 
Strength of the vessels, gjves admirable 
protection to the guns crews in action. 
The necessarily exposed position of the 
bow and the stern guns is justified only by 
their are of fire and possibie usefulness in 
a& running action; while for the river ser- 
vice, for which these boats are particu.ar- 
ly fitted, the disposition of the gun deck 
battery is all that could be desired. 

The vessels w:th sail power have single 
Screws, the steam propelled boats having 
twin screws and difteriug in many ways.

FIRE AND BULLETS. 


An Arizona Town the Scene of a Riot 
During a Conflagration. 


Williams, Ariz., July 12.—The business 
section of this town was burned yesterday 
and during the progress of the flames bul- 
lets were flying, a portion of the popuia- 
tion was rioting, and thugs, gambiers and 
opium fiends had organized to rob the city. 

The fire started at 6 o'clock a. m., 
caused by an explosion of a gasoline stove 
in a tailor shop. In a few minutes two 
business blocks were in flames. The water 
pressure failed. The employes of the Sagi- 
naw Lumber Company were permitted to 
turn out and aid in extinguishing the fire. 
Many houses owned by Chinamen and 
Mexicans, mere shacks, were destroyed 
and many narrow escapes are recorded. 

In the midst of the excitement caused by 
the fire some one shot a Mexican under 
the impression that he was being robbed, 
and the excitement gr2w from this incident. 
The population took sides and in a few 
minutes a riot was in »rogress and the 
sheriff attempted to quell it. Then it was 
discovered that the bad men of the p'ace 
had organized to loot the city and pron.pt 
measures were taken to throw the letcers 
of the rioters in jail. After some time 
quiet was restored. Neighboring towns were 
called upon for help, but the riot was 
quelled before assistance arrived. The loss 
to the town will be about $40,000.

Louisville, Ky., July 12.—An important

Senator Black- 
burn, as the leading candidate, took an 
aggressive part in the conference, He 
made a sensational speech at an ppen meet- 
ing this afternoon, questioning the right of 
the state committee to call him off the 
stump or to dictate’ his policy. He de- 
clared that the state platform, by indorsing 
the national democratic platform did not 
eliminate the silver question from the cam- 
paign. Cleveland and Carlisle construed 
that platform in favor of a goid satand- 
ard, but he and many other demucrats 
refused to accept that constru: tion. 

In a secret conference that followed the 
opening meeting Senator Blackburn is said 
to have intimated that he would ignore 
the state committee if it sought to muzzle 
him, and his friends say he is confident 
that a majority of the nominees on tle 
state ticket will repudiate the platform and 
follow him in his fight for free silver. It 
had been_reported that at a confrence a 
few days ago all the e¢tate candidates 
unanimously agreed to ignore the currency 
issue, but this was denied today.

OTHERS JOIN IN THE BATTLE 


A Fight in Augusta Growing Out of the 
New Method of Punishing Bliad 
Tigers—Sheppard Is in Jail. 


Columbia, 8S. C., July 12.—A few days ago 
the state authorities began to apply to ex- 
liquor dealers a section of the state dis- 
pensary law, which provides that a cir- 
cuit judge can enjoin any man from sell- 
ing liquor and, in case he violates it, per- 
mitting him to be jerked up for contempt 
of court; that the judge can then, on al- 
most any kind of a showing, declare him 
guilty and sentence him to the peniten- 
tiary, doing away with the constitutional 
right of a trial by jury, which is guaran- 
teed to every man, 

In accordance with this policy, William 
Sheppard, an ex-liquor dealer, was arrest- 
ed here yesterday before Circuit Judge 
Townsend. His attorney made a brilliant 
fight for the preservation of the constitu- 
tional right. This afternoon, about 5 
o'clock, the judge rendered his opinion, 
overruling the objections of Sheppard's at- 
torney, adjudging Sheppard guilty of con- 
tempt and sentencing him to eight months’ 
imprisonment in the state penitentiary and 
to pay a fine of $200, 

Before the sun had set, pistols were 
cracking at a rapid rate on one of the 
principal streets of the  city—Gervais 
street—and Sheppard was being carried to 
the state prison with blood streaming from 
his garments, there being wounds in his 
legs and neck. The warrant for arrest 
and commitment was placed in the hands 
of a» liquor constable—Speed—for service. 
He got his force of men out and they sur- 
rounded Sheppard's placé of business. No 
one was in there but Sheppard. 

Fifteen or twenty shots were fired alto- 
gether. Civilians and city police witnesses 
say that Constable Jenkins started the 
fusilade, firing in the store upon Sheppard 
three times before another report was 
heard, 

The constables say that they called ‘on 
Sheppard to surrender; ‘that he refused to 
do so; whipped out two pistols and be- 
gan to fire at Constable ed. Speed's 
hands and neck were grazed py bullets. 
who was also using 


let. Chief of Police Daly, who was clogs 
at hand, had difficulty in getting Jenkins 
to stop firing, he says. Constable Hollo 
way fired four or five shots into the store, 
too. The bullets are imbedded in a par- 
tition in the store near which Sheppard 
was standing. Chief Daly finally got in- 
sidé and Sheppard almost shot him be- 
fore he saw who he was. Sheppard stated 
that he would surrender to him, but to’ 
nobody else. 

Sheppard was taken. out into the street, 
placed in a wagon and carried to the 
State penitentiary, where his wounds were 
dressed. The’ constables tell a different 
story of the battle from that of any of the 
Other witnesses. Speed said that he went 
inside and called on Sheppard to surrender. 
Sheppard told him he would not and puilil- 
ed two pistols, firing at him twice before 
he could get his own pistols out. Then 
he says that Sheppard dodged behind a 
screen and kept up his fire. Jenkins and 
the others fired in from the outside. When 
Sheppard fell he walked out and as he was 
going out Sheppard fired at ‘him again. 
Jenkins tells a story agreeing with Speed 
in essential particulars. Sheppard’s two 
pistols, when taken from himr along with 
@ razor, showed a total of only four empty 
chambers. 

Sheppard is an old liquor dealer here, but 
the evidence adduced at the hearing yester- 
day was to the effect that he had given up 
the business as soon ay the injunction was 
passed upon him. 

His brother was arrested today for vio- 
lating the dispensary law. Considerable 
—e Was occasioned by the shoot- 
ng.

A FIEND’S TERRIBLE WORK. ,; 


An Ex-Convict Kills a Young Girl for 
Ignoring, His Attentions. 

Utica, N. Y., July 12.—About six years 
ago in the town of Denmark, Lewis county, 
John Hoch had trouble with a girl who re- 
fused te receive his attentions. He was 
angered at her refusal, drew a revolver and 
shot at her. The bullet missed the girl and 
dangerously wounded her mother, Hoch was 
tried for assault and sent to Auburn pris- 
on for a term of five years. He was re- 
leased from prison about a year ago. A 
short time ago he commenced giving at- 
tention to Minnie Ingersoll, seventeen years 
old, who worked on the farm of Nicholas 
Strife, near Martinsburg. He was not cor- 
dially received, and when he invited the 


| girl to accompany him to Watertown on 


he Fourth of July, she declined the invi- 
tation. Yesterday afternoon Hoch hired a 
team in Lowville and drove out to the 
farm. He met the girl and invited her to 
accompany him on a ride, She refused, 
and after a short time he drove back to 
Lowville. It appears that before going out 
in the afternoon he had purcnased a Win- 
chester rifie and a revolver. The rifie was 
concealed by him in Strife’s barn and the 
revolver he kept in his pocket. After re- 
turning the team, Hoch walked back to the 
Strife place and entering the barn unob- 
served, concealed himself in the hay mow. 
An hour afterwards, the cattle were sta- 
bled in the barn and Mr. Strife and Min- 
nie Ingersoll were engaged in milking them. 


. When the girl left the barn Hoch pushed 


the Winghester through a window and fired. 
The girl screamed, put her hand to her 
breast and fell dead. Mr. Strife heard the 
shot and the girl's scream and rushed from 
the barn. Another shot came from the 
Winchester and the old man fell to the

the room occupied by the men, though he 


constantly threatened to shoot. The rifle 
was taken from Hoch, but he suddenly 
Grew the revolver and fired a shot into his 
forehead. The shot was not fatal, or even 
serious, for when fhe prisoner was conveyed 
to Lowville jail the bullet was picked out 
of the wound without difficulty. 

The murdered girl was prepossessing and 
intelligent. The wound received by Mr. 
Strife, though severe, may not prove fatal. 
He is about uity years old. Hoch is some- 
thing over thirty years old. 


DISCHARGED AND REARRESTED. 


Wilkinson, the Lever of Mrs. Jennyss, 


Taken to Murphy. 

Murphy, N. C., July 12.—(SHpecial.)—A. C. 
E. Moore, town marshal of Bryson City, 
arrived here yesterday at 6:47 o’clock p. m, 
with Will M. Wilkinson, who wes accom- 
panied by his father, B. M. Wilkinson, a 
wealthy and prominent citizen, and Hon. 
Duff Merrick, his attorney. They went im- 
mediately to the courthouse for a prelimi- 
nary hearing. The trial was postponed un- 
til this afternoon at 4 o'clock when it was 
thorght the coroner’s jury would be 
through with the investigation. 

Wilkinson, in the meantime, was placed 
under the guard of a. deputy sheriff. 

This afternoon the trial was called. The 
State offera@i no testimony. The charge on 
which Wilkinson was arrested was murder. 
He was discharged but was immediately 
rearrested by the coroner and turned over 
to the sheriff. The coroner’s jury found a 
verdict to -the effect that Mrs. Minnie 
Jennyss came to her death from a pistol 
shot in the hand of R. Louis Jennyss, her 
husband, or Will M. Wilkinson, who were 
engaged in an affray. Jennyss and Wil- 
kinson are out under guard pending a writ 
of habeas corpus proceedings which will 
likely be heard before Judge Norwood at 
Waynesville tomorrow. He will decide 
whether or not the offense with which the 
prisoners are charged is bailable. The body 
of Mrs. Jennyss was interred this after- 
noon at the Notta cemetery, temporarily, 
but later will be sent to her home in New 
York. 


KILLED HIS PRISONER. 


A Youthful Deputy Shoots a Man and 
Says He Escaped. 

Raleigh, N. C., July 12.—(Special.)—Reve- 
nue officers who arrive here today tell the 
story of a terrible crime in Montgomery 
county. A deputy sheriff named Cox and 
a young man of seventeen, named Tucker, 
captured an escaped convict from. South 
Carolina for whom a reward was offered. 
Cox heard of another escaped convict and 
left in pursuit of him, keaving Tucker in 
charge of the South Carolina negro, Cox 
came to Raleigh with the other convict and 
did not return to Montgomery until yester- 
day. He could not find the South Carolina 
convict. Tucker said that as they went 
along, himself on horseback armed with a 
winchester rifle and the negro on foot hand- 
cuffed, the latter became tired and Tucker 
let him ride. Suddenly the convict rode 
ahead, sprung from the horse and ran. 
Tucker said he shot at him but missed. 
Tucker’s behavior was so queer that Cox 
made an invcstigation. Four miles from 
Condor he found the horse’s track and 
some blood, and beside the road, buried in 
the sand the negro’s bojy with three bullet 
holes tn it. Tucker’s winchester Was 
beside ig with. the convict’s hat wrapped 
around the lock. The handcuffs were gons 
and Tucker said he had lost the key.

Macon, Ga., July 12.—(Speciai. 
Elizabeth Nobles and Gus Fambies, “the 
condemned murderers of Farmer William 
Nobles, arrived in Macon this morniiig 
from Jefferson in custody of Sheriff Jones, 
of Twiggs county, and his two deputies, 
Jim Smith and W. L. Renfroe. The prison- 
ers were placed in the Bibb jail for safe 
keeping until the time of their execution, 
August lI6th, when they will be carried 
back to Jeffersonville and hanged on @ 
gallows to be erected inside of a private 
inclosure, a-half mile from Jeffersonville. 
Mrs. Nobles was placed in a cell on the sec- 
ond floor of the jail, at one time occupied 
by Tom Woolfolk. Gus Fambles Was 
locked up in the iron cage on the second 
floor in the rear of the jail. The two pris- 
oners gave The Constitution’s correspond- 
ent a full recital of their horrible - crime, 
the particulars of which have already been | 
published in The Constitution. Some of 
the leading points and new features of 
the story are here given: . 

A Macon Negro. : 

Gus Fambles is aged about thirty years, 
He was born in Monroe county and re- 
sided eight years, where he drove a hack 
for his stepfather, the well-known Sam 
Fambles, who now resides in Atlanta, but 
still owns property in this city. Sam Fam- 
bles was always a respected colored citizen 
while he resided here. At one time Gus 
Famblee- the condemned, drove a furniture 
wagon :or Skalowski, of this city. Prior 
to his residence in Macon he lived about 
six miles on the plantation of Hon. Dud 
Hughes in Twiggs county. He married in 
Twiggs county and removed to Macon, 
His wife becamé dissatisfied in Macon 
and he returned with her to Twiggs county 
Christmas, 1893. On Christmas, 1894, he 
commenced to work for Mr. William Ne- 
bles. 

In reply to questions Fambles said he 
got along with Nobles very well, though

JULY TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Bradgstreet’s and Dun’s Report Basi- 
ness Very Active for This Season. 

New York, July 12.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: At the close of the second 
week in July the condition of trade gen- 
erally remains practically unchanged, al- 
though commercial and industrial activity 
at many points cantinues more conspicu- 
ous than usual at the midsummer season. 
Prices generally continue strong, excep- 
tions being found among the cereals, hog 
products, coffee and lead, while as signifi- 
cant as anything else are the exceptionally 
favorable, outlook for trade in the fall and 
the encouraging promise for the wheat and 
corn crops throughout the central, western 
and northwestern states. 

Bessemer pig iron is higher again, $14 be- 
ing asked at Pittsburg and $15 expected in 
the near future. Steel billets are also 
higher, as are galvanized and black sheets, 
hides and manufactured goods generally. 
Heavy receipts of cattle and hogs, gvod 
crop reports and reduced purcnases of 
wheat abroad will explain reactions in the 
commodities referred to, while sugar, print 
cloths and cotton ‘have remained firm at 
last week’s quotations. New business in 
dry goods is quiet, but prices are steady, 
and dress woolens are firm on the higher 
price of raw wool. 

Bank clearings throughout the country 
this week present the largest total since 
the period of the panic in 1898, $1,116,000,000, 
30 per cent larger than in the second week 
of July, 1894, anc 14 per cent larger than 
in the second week of July, 1893. 

June railway earnings show continu’? 
improvement in the largest gain fur any 
month within two. years. 

The only notable falling off in June is 
that in earnings of the southern roads, 


~~ 


with 197 last week, 229 inl the second week 
of July, 1894, and 398 in a like week in 1593. 

Among eastern cities there is a change 
for the better at Pittsburg, Philade!phia, 
Baltimore and Providence. Manufacturers 
of. woolens and jewelry report a Letter 
demand, while all forms of iron and steel 
are in active request, these features re- 
sulting in the stimulation of business in 
other lines. With a few exceptions general 
trade is quiet, and’ summér dullness pre- 
vails throughout the south. The exception 
is with respect to iron milla, which “re run- 
ning full time. 
Chattanooga and ‘is beginning to be’so at 
Birmingham. At Atlanta sales of hard- 
ware are larger, but those of dry goods, 
shoes and groceries are smaller. New Or- 
leans reports only a fair volume of bust- 
ness—less than was expected. 

The Way Dun’s Finds Things. 

R. G. Dun & Co., in their ‘weekly review 
of trade tomorrow,: will say: 

A busfftess flood so strong ind rayid that 
the conservatives fear it may do harm is 
out of season in July. But the seasons 
this year lap over and crowd each cther. 
May frosts and frights, it is now evident, 
kept back much business that would nat- 
urally have been finished before midsum- 
mer, and the delayed culmination of one 
season gets in the way of efforts to begin 
another on time. But the volume of busi- 
ness, however it may be measuréd, is re- 
markably large for the month. 

Cotton has not changed, though specula- 
tion still turns wholly on prospects, re- 
gardliess of enormous stocks carried over. 
In Europe the manufacture lags but here 
is satisfactory. 

The weekly output of pig iron was 17l,- 
914 tons, having risén 13,970 tons in June, 
and other furnaces have gone into opera- 
tion since July 4th. The’ rapid rise in prices 
has brought into operation many additional 
works, and there is still a rush to Luy be- 
fore prices advance further. Influential 
manufacturers are sending out varnings 
that the pise may easily do mischief, and 
prices have in fact advanced nearly 6 per 
cent in two weeks, but are still 15 per cent 
lower than October, 18982. The demand for 
structural forms is enormous, Bessemer 
pig has advanced to $14.40 at Pittsburg and 
wire nails to $1.55, both higher than in Oc- 
tober, 1892, gray forge to $11.25, structural 
beam to $1.05 and angles to $1.35. 

Wool is still advancing, with enormous 
sales. As the sales are ahout four times 
the weekly consumption, it is obvious that 
the mark@® is essentially speculative, but 
the rise a®rvuad has set the country ablaze, 
so that western holders are asking even 
higher prices than heretofore. Scarcity of 
dcmestic wool helps “them, and the enor- 
mous sales of foreign only compensate for 
the reported decrease in the domestic clip. 
But buying by most manufacturers is al- 
ready affected, and at the prices now asked 
for wool some manufacturers are doubt- 
ing whether a corresponding value for 
goods can be realized.’ Opening prices for 
many light weight goods show great ir- 
regularity, perhaps a majority being on a 
par with last year, but some lower and 
some higher. 

Cotton goods continue active and strong, 
with comparatively little difficulty as to 
labor. The northern mills have taken little 
over 100,000 bales in the past three months, 
since cotton was below 7 Bents, but with 
cotton bought cheap for five months ahead 
they are able to do good business. It is 
not the season for activity in boots and 
shoes, and orders have faflen off. Prices 
of shoes, leather and hides are'as stiff as 
ever. 

Foreign trade is not quite encouraging, 


| exports for July showing a large decrease. 


The failures for the first four days of 
July show liabilities of $1,258,500, of which 
$386,434 was of manufacturing and $702,066 
of trading concerns. Failures this week 
have been 253 in the United States, against 
247 last year, and 35‘in Canada, against 49 
last year.” %

MORRIS’S FIND. 


A White Man and Two Negroes Try 
To Make Him Give it Up. 

Huntsville, Ala., July 12.—(Special.)—About 
two months ago William Merris, an ante- 
bellum negro, moved into the vicinity of 
Newmarket, twenty miles above here. Like 
ali new comers, he heard that a cave near 
that village contained a buried treasure left 
by a fugitive from justice, who was cap- 
tured and shot while trying to make his 
escape. Upon learning the location of the 
cave, Morris set about finding the tréasure. 
In an old kettle he found $2,600 in silver 
and gold. Some of the coins were strange 
to him and he sent for his brother, who 
is a professor in the state normal and in- 
dustrial school here, to help him count the 
money. They dacided that his brother 
should take the money to Gadsden and 
exchange it for greenbacks, which was 
done, Morris giving his brother $500 for his 
services. The remainder, except $200, was 
carried back to the cave and buried, Like 
the balance of his race, Morris found his 
secret hard to keep and last Sunday morn- 
ing told Nat Powers about his fortune and 
showed him the $200. 

Sunday night Powers and two negroes 
went to Morris’s cabin and invited him to 
a@ near-by schoolhouse to drink some whis- 
ky. There they presented pistols and told 
Morris unless he went to the cave and 
gave them the money he would be shot. 
After climbing the mountain side for some 
time, Morris told Powers that they had al- 
most reached the “pot and that the two 
negroes should be left behind while they 
secured the money. A short distance away 
they came to a large flat rock, under which 
Morris said the money was buried, Powers 
began feeling around the edge of the rock 
and Morris ran for his life, but Powers 
shot him down. 

The old fhegro fainted and Powers, think- 
ing he was dead, ordered a trench prepared 
and fagots gatiiered to burn the body. Mor- 
ris then showed signs of life and was drag- 
ged back t®? the stone and threatened with 
death unless he showed where the money 
was buried. Morris promised that if car- 
ried home until he fécovered, he would get 
the weoney and give it to Powers. Powers 
said he would’send a physician to dress 
his wounds and td Morris if he valued 
his life at all to say that he was shot steal- 
ing chickens. Powers then sent Morris 
home by the two negroes, and returning to 
Newmarket secured the services of Dr. 
Blanton to dress the wound. Powers’ father 
is a prominent Man and not a word was 
said about the matter until the sheriff and 
his deputies made the arrest last night. 
Morris has gone wit the sheriff to bring 
his money to this city.

WILL RUN ON A SILVER PLATFORM 


—_ 


He Is Coming Out Strong ‘or Free Coinagee 
One Opponent for “Dick” Clark 
Anyway: 


Montgomery, Ala., July 12.—(Special.)— 
The announcement of the candidacy of 
Hon. Francis L. Pettus, of Selma, for gov- 
ernor of Alabama, on the free coinage of 
silver platform, will be like exploding 4 
bomb in both factions of the democratie 
party in Alabama. Coming, as it does, 
so unexpectedly, it will cause genuine con- 
sternation. That Mr. Pettus is a candidate 
on such a platform is a fact that leaked 
out here tonight from a prominent silver- 
ite, who has political influence and pres- 
tige. This expression to The Constitution 
man is the first that has been made. 

Mr. Pettus wes in the city a few days 
ago and had a conference with this promi- 
nent politician, endeavoring to secure his 
favor and support in the coming cam- 
paign. Though Mr. Pettus has never been 
an open advocate of the free coinage of 
silver, his tendency and inclination have 
been that way and he was regarded doubt- 
ful by the goldbugs. 

No man is better and more widely known 
in Alabama than Mr. Pettus. He is @ 
democrat through and through, being @ 
son of General E. W. Pettus, of Selma, 
the “war horse’ of Alabama democracy. 
For many years he has represented Dallas 
county in the state legislature. Two years 
ago he was speaker of the house, and is 
now president of the senate, being a hold- 
over member or that body. In the last 
national campaign he supported David B. 
Hill. In the last gubernatorial campaign 
he was a warm and ardent friend to Cap- 
tain Joseph F. Johnston, of Birmingham. 
No man in Alabama has a cleaner record 
than he nor has there been any democrat 
more loyal and unswerving to the success 
of the party. 

The advent of Mr. Pettus in the race 
will lessen Joe Johnston’s chances for 
election to the governorship. The latter, 
however, Nas been twice a candidate and 
failed. 

Mr. Pettus was asked why he came out 
against Mr. Johnston, and he replied that 
Mr. Johnston had had two trials at it and 
failed to win, so he wanted to try his 
chances. Mr. Pettus stated that he had 
talked witH many of his friends over the 
state and they favored his candidacy. He 
said further tnat if Johnston ran for the 
United States senate, he would support 
him. Mr. Pettus’s chances to be gover- 
nor are threefold. Should Governor Oates 
be elected to fill Senator Pugh’'s place, his 
office, as president of the state senate, 
would put him thus in the gubernatorial 
chair.

CLEVELAND AND A THIRD TERM. 


Will He Deny That He Entertains a 
Secret and Selfish Anibitiont 
From The Cleveland Leader. 
Washington, June 30.—If the statement 
of a cabinet officer who is a close friend 
and pdlitical adviser of President Cleve- 


+ land is to be accepted as authority, Mr. 


Cleveland has not the slightest intentton 
of becoming a candidate for a third term 
as president. This gentleman said today 
that the president would in the near fu- 
ture take occasion to publicly deny news- 
paper reports that he wouid permit his 
friends to go inte the next national demo- 
cratic convention with the purpose of 
effecting his renomination. He made this 
significant statement: : 
“The president has never entertained the 
notion of candidacy for a third term, and 
reports that he has are without authority 
from Mr. Cleveland or his friends. To be- 


gin with, his nomination could not be 


easily .achieved, although in my opinion 
he is the strongest democrat in the party 
today. There is no denying the fact that 
he has enemies who would bring to bear 
every resource at their command to effect 
his defeat, and the uncertainties which the 
situation presents would in themselves be 
sufficient to deter him from entering a 
contest. In addition to this, Mr. Cleve- 
land has no intention of violating the un- 
written law which voperates against a 
third term as chief executive. 

“The opinion which seems to prevail in 
some quarters that it is the plan of Mr. 
Cleveland’s supporters to stampede the 
convention and force the president’s re- 
nomination is absurd, as such action would 
place him in the position that he would be 
unable to decline. ‘Moreover, Mr. Cleveland 
has no desire to serve another term as 
president. It is his intention to retire to 
private life.’’ . 


Indiana’s Pearl Craze in 1842.

crease the capacity for the next season. 
Captain Steele, however, is averse to in- 
creasing the capacity. 


“I believe,”’ said he, in speaking of it to- . 


day, “that it is a mistaxe to pay in an 
enormous commercial capital on which you 
lose the interest while it is lying there idle. 
We started on a capital of $100,000, of which 
$93,700 has been paid in, and I never intend 
to raise it. 

“The addition we are making to the Un- 
ion mills consists of 3,072 spindles and 84 
looms, increasing our capacity to 7,488 spin- 
dles and 208 looms, which will all be paid 
for out of the earnings ot the mill, 

“A properly managed cotton mill will 
build a new mill every ten years, and the 
great mystery to me is that our southern 
people do not turn their attention to build- 
ing More cotton mills as there is no indus- 
try in the world more peculiarly adopted to 
this section. 

“The Union mills were built with capital 
Subscribed by the farmers<and business 
men of Walker and adjoining counties. This 
is my fourth experience in cotton mill 
building, and I was never connected with 
one yet that did not pay handsome re- 
turns. 

Increasing the Population. 

Besides the increase in the capacity of 
the mills there will be a great many addi- 
tional laborers required, and there will be 
twenty-five new cottage homes erected, 
which will soon double the population of 
the village. 

Captain Steele rather deprecates the idea 
of coaxing outsiders to come into the south 
to erect cotton mills, as he claims that the 
people can easily do it themselves and that 
the increase in population naturally keeps 
pace with the increase in wealth. His vil- 
lage is a model one, large, roomy lots 
with comfortable cottages and ample gar- 
dens, absolutely rent free, divided by broad 
Streets, and in one of the healthiest local- 
ities in the Pigeon mountains. It ts very 
near the northern limit of successful cotton 
growing, but he buys all the cotton the 
mills consume from the farmers of Walker 
county. 

For the Exposition. 

Colonel F. W. Copeland, of LaFayette, 
has one of the finest collections of southern 
relics and geological curiosities in north 
Georgia. Tomahawks of stone, flint knives 
used in skin dressing, calumets, soffkee pes- 
tles, arrow heads and fine flint tips of 
blow gun darts, pottery and various other 
linplemicnts of war, husbandry and the 
chase. Then he has some wonderful petri- 
factions, the products of the many caves 
to be found in the mountains of northwest- 
érn Georgia, 

He is preparing to place them in a cab- 
inet perfectly catalogued and labeled for a 
display of curios at the exposition. Some 
articles in his collection are quite valuable 
and have been gathered together from time 
to time during his intervals of leisure, found 
when his law practice does not absorb all 


his time and attention. 


A Valua ble Memento. 


One piece in his collection is a horse 
drinking from a trough set at the base of a 
chimney, beautifully executed from a slate- 
colored block of limestone, which is almost 
as hard as flint after it dries. This was 
done by Nickalls, the notorious safe blow- 
er, now doing time at the Durham coal 
mines. It was carved by Nicholls with no 
tools but an old dull case knife. which the 
guards allowed him to amuse himself with 
during his hours of rest in his cell. 

He carved two of them, one for the prin- 
cipal physician and the other for the whip- 
ping boss of the camp, the latter presenting 
the one made for him to Colonel Copeland. 
It has cut in beautiful lettering on the 
base, “A Happy New Year.” 

Nickalls is a man of education and re- 
finement, around whose life is interwoven 
an air of mystery. He bears such a striking 
resemblance to Palmer, the bank robber 
doing time at the Chattahoochee Brick 
Company camp, that many people believe 
they are brothers. At any rate they keep 
up a correspondence constantly, and it has 
never been made clear as to who either 
one of them really is, but enough has 4- 
veloped to prove that they once occupied 
high stations in life.

Governor Altgeld will presently appoint 
three commissionérs to the Cotton States 
and International exposition, to be held at 
Atlanta, Ga., beginning September 18th 
next. The general assembly appropriated, 
for the purpose of securing to the state 
proper representation at this fair, the sum 
of $15,000. No distinctive state exhibit is 
to be collected by the commissioners, their 
duty being merely to erect and maintain 
a building “for the use and comfort of 
Illinois visitors to the exposition.” To this 
extent, | therefore, definite arrangements 
are already made for the representation— 
though limited—of Illinois at Atlanta. 

Certain inofficial plans are forming for a 
wider representation. In Chicago a very 
considerable interest has been stirred up 
among business men, and there is rea- 
son to anticipate that October 9th—the day 
set aside for Chicago day—will witness 
a very large delegation of Chicagoans on 
the grounds at Atlanta. With proper con- 
cessions from the railroads and systematic 
effort on the part of the promoters of the 
affair, this excursion may be made very 
popular. Formai action in favor of it has 
been taken by the directory of the world’s 
Columbian exposttion, and an effort is 
being made to secure the co-operation of 
the Eirst regiment, Illinois WNafional 
Guards. 

Of prime importance, however, is the 
representation of-Chicago business houses 
through exhibits at the Atlanta exposition. 
Excursionists afford pleasant evidence of 
interstate courtesy, but the appearance of 
Chicago merchants and manufacturers 
through suitable exhibits gives proof that 
Chicago values the trade of the south and 
is after it. Atlanta—whose people are 
proud to call their city the Chicago of the 
south—is the center of the new south. It is 
a thriving and progressive city. The plans 
for its exposition are upon a scale which 
commands respect. Other commonwealths 
than ours have appropriated even larger 
sums for proper representation there. Chi- 
cago merchants and manufacturers should 
not ignore this opportunity to bring their. 
wares to the attention of a great and grow- 
ing section of the country, should not fail

They 
have been treated as guests and reliewed 
from guard duty and all the strict military 
discipline that makes camp life irksome. 

There was great rivalry petween the Gov- 
ernor’s Horse Guards and the Richmond 
Hussars. In the shooting contests in the 
rifle ranges a year ago at Griffin, during 
the state encampment, the Richmond Hus- 
sars carried off all the honors and led the 
militia of the state in the shooting con- 
tests. The Horse Guards were ambitious 
to beat the Hussars’ crack rifle team. At 
the close of yesterday’s shooting the Horse 
Guards were in the lead. Potter, one of 
the marksmen of the Hussars, missed the 
target at the two-hundred-yard range five 
times in succession, owing to the wrong 
adjustment of his rifle sights, and was 
thereby barred from further participation 
in the contest. In the contest today at 
the five-hundred-yard, six-hundred-yard 
and in the skirmish contest, the Hussars 
had only four men to shoot, while the 
Guards nad nve. As the latter began the 
day’s shooting two points in the lead and 
with one man the advantage, they felt 
Quite sure of downing the champions, but 
the brilliant shooting of Captain Twiggs 
held the record for the Hussars, and the 
contest ended with nine points to spare. 

The Horse Guards’ shooting team con- 
sisted of Corporal Brown, Privates Ballard, 
Padgett, Haralson and Hope. Total score, 
313. 

The Hussars’ team were Captain Twiggs, 
Chaplain Thorp, Privates L. A. Thomas, 
T. C. Thomas and Potter. Total, 322. 

Captain Twiggs made 119 points and quali- 
fled as a sharpshooter, 108 points being* 
necessary for this distinction. Captain 
Twiggs made a phenomenal record, scoring 
six consecutive bull’s eyes at 500 yards, six 
hits in the prone figure in the skirmish 
shooting and won four medals, the gov- 
ernment decoration as a sharpshooter, the 
Pettibone medal for the highest individual 
score at all the ranges, the medal for the 
best shot, and the medal for the best score. 
These are medals offered by the govern- 
ment. For the prizes offered by the Hus- 
sars they, of course, did not compete, and 
though they made the highest score the 
first prize was awarded to the Horse 
Guards who came next with 313, and the “ 
second to the Clinch Rifles, who followed 
with 305. The other company teams in the 
order of their scores were: Oglethorpes, 
218; German Guards, 160; Troup Hussars, 
117; staff officers, 86. In the company shcot- 
ing Private Liontine, who was not on the 
team, made the best individual score that 
was made by a member of the Horse 
Guards, and qualified as a marksman, 
making 86 points. The number necessary to 
qualify is 80 points. Private Turner Thom- 
as, of the Richmond Hussars, also qualified 
as a marksman with a score of 81. 

The Horse Guards’ team take their defeat 
by the four Hussars in good humor, and 
have challenged the Hussars’ team to come 
to Atlanta during the exposition and shoot 
for a prize, to be agreed upon in the 
meantime. The challenge has been ac- 
cepted and the Atlanta people will have an 
oportunity to witness a contest between 
the best marksmen in the Georgia militia. 
The feature of the camp today was the 
centennial dinner and the speeches which 
followed. Major Joseph B. Cumming made 
the set speech of the occasion, but after- 
wards quite a number were called on for 
extemporanéous responses, and in this con- 
test the honors were carried vff by Colonel 
T. R. R. Cobb and Colonel A. J. West, 
of Atlanta members of the governor's 
staff. The final dress parade this after- 
ncon in the United States arsenal grounds, 
was taken part in by all the infantry and 
cavalry companies, and witnessed by a 
large crowd of men, women and children: 
it was a brilliant climax to one of the most 
interesting military events in Georgia. 


Fire in Augusta. 

Augusta, Ga., July 12.—At 7:30 o’clock this 
morning fire broke out in the three-story 
brick building on Eighth street, occupied 
by the Augusta steam laundry. When dis- 
covered the fire had secured a strong head- 
Way and by the time the department arriv- 
ed the second and third floors were in a 
mass of flames. Owing to the location of 
the building the fire was hard to get at and 
shortly after the arrival of the first en- 
gines the second alarm was sent in. Two 
hours and a half the department fought the 
fire and succeeded in confining it in the 
laundry pbuilding, The total loss was about 
$23,000, fully covered by insurance, 


LOUD WANTS A TRIAL. 
Somers, the Principal Witness Against 
Him, Disappears. 

Savannah, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—The 
state is in a quandary as to what to do with 
regard to the indictment against Charles 
D. Loud, of Mount Vernon, Montgomery 
county, who ‘is charged with the murder 
of Phil H. Fitzpatrick. John J. Somers, 
the principal witness for the state, has dis- 
appeared and cannot be found. He has 
been telegraphed for. but none of his 
friends and relatives Knows where he is. It 
is practically on Somers’s ev:dence that 
Loud was indicted. Loud ‘‘s anxious to 
have his trial take place and has been 
urging the solicitor general to hurry the 
matter up. Somers is under indictment 
himself for keeping an open tippling house 

on the Sabbath. 


IN BIBB’S COURTS. 


Dominick Convicted and Sentenced to 
Ten Years in the Penitentiary. 
Macen, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—This was 
a bad day for defendants in the superior 
court, Jim Harris was convicted of as- 
sault with intent to murder his wifc. He 
shot her three time and cut her twice on 
account of jealousy. He was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for ten years. Neal 
Sinith was convicted of burglary and sen- 

tenced for five years. 

J. R. Dominick, a Fourth street mer- 
chant, was charged with receiving stolen 
goods and shipping them to parties at 
Turin. His case was fought hard by both 
sides. The jury rendered a verdict of 
guilty after being out six hours. Domi- 
nick’s attorney, Walter Grace, and Domi- 
nick plead for leniency, Judge Hardeman 
gentenced him to ten years in the peni- 
tentiary and said he had intended to give 
him the full limit, twenty years, but for 
his statement that he was fifty-one years 
old. Judge Hardeman told Dominick he 
was guilty of a most heinous crime.

An Athens Policeman Discharged for 
Killing a Man Refases to Qait, 


A MURDER GAREFULLY GUARDED 


Witnesses toa Shooting Which Occurred 
Near Athens Decline To Talk About 
li—The Body Found. 


Athens, Ga., July 12.—(Special.)—Several 
months ago two special policemen were 
appointed by Mayor O’Farrell to help catch 
a number of petty thieves in this city. Af- 
ter the men, Messrs. H. B. Lyle and R. A. 
Burpee, had been gt work a while they 
ran across a negro named Long Foster, 
‘near the Northeastern station, one night 


and caught him in the act of stealing meat 
from a car. They shot him when he at- 
tempted to get away, their intention being 
simply to lame him, But the wound proved 
to be fatal and the negro died a few days 
later. 

There was some comment as to the affair, 
and Alderman John Booth, who is chair- 
man of the police committee of council, 
started a movement to discharge them, The 
police committee Wednesday decided to 
dismiss Officer Burpee and so notified him. 
He did not obey orders, claiming that he 
was responsible solely to Mayor O’Farrell. 

Mayor O’Farrell returned from North 
Carolina today and Officer Burpee is still 
on the force. There will no doubt be a 
lively tilt between the mayor and the po- 
lice committee when council meets. 

A Mysterious Affair. 

The body of Bob Gales, a negro man, 
was found yesterday afternoon near Pope’s 
station, on the Georgia road, near this 
city. There is a story behind the killing 
of this negro which has not come out, He 
bought a mule from a white man and 
starved the mule to death. He then ran 
away to get out of the reach of prosecution. 
No warrant was issued, but a few days 
ago three white men ught him trying 
to board the train at Pope’s station. They 
started to pull him off the car and he 
resisted vigorously. One of the men pulled 
a pistol and shot it off near his feet to 
scare him into submission, but he wouldn’t 
scare worth a cent. They then turned him 
loose, and as he ran one of them emptied 
the contents of a double-barreled shotgun 
into ts back. The negro kept running and 
disappeared in the woods. Nothing more 
was thought of the affair until yesterday 
evening when the dead body of Gales was 
found in the woods. 

Investigation of the affair today proved 
fruitless. There are meh who know who 
did the shooting but they are as silent as 
the grave. The affair will be investigated 
thoroughly, however, and everything will: 
come out.

"bove the storm: ‘Well, Josh, I see yer got 
yer kindlin’ wood.’ I thought he wuz plum 
crazy till I looked at the wagon, an’ 
b’gosh, it wuz chuck full.

DID EDGAR A. POE WRITE If?

A Manuscript Found in the Library 
of the University of Virginia. 
From The University Annual for 1895. 

The poem in this issue was discovered 
by Mr. H. Dalton Dillayd on February 23, 
1895, in volume I of Rollin’s “Histoire An- 
cienne”’ in the gg wom” library. A search 
of the records by the librarian, Mr. Page, 
showed that the book had been borrowed 
by Poe waile a student here, and that it 
had not been taken out since that time. 

In this poem the peculiar genius of Poe 
ray be seen at first glance, and traces 
of the philosophy that marks ‘“The Raven," 
“Dreamland,” and other productions of his 
lonesome latter years are clearly apparent. 
As the poem must have been written when 
the boy poet was only seventeen years old, 
it is thus interesting in that it disproves 
the statement of hia Miographers that there 
was nothing cynical in the tendency of 
any of his earlier poems. 

The manuscript is no particularly neat; 
in the-third stanza, especially, several al- 
terations and erasures occur. We print 
the poem in full: 


Sailing over seas abysmal 
From a world of shame, 
Once a vessel, strange and disma]— 
Phantom vessel—caime 
Toward a fairy isle and olden 
Where ill angels unbcholden ~ 
Tenanted Fate’s ghostly, golden

WAS SHE THROWN INTO THE SEA 


By Qoean Pirates ?—Evidence That This 
May Have Been Her Fate—Confes- 
sion of a Dying Sailor. 


The story of how Aaron Burr’s only child, 
beautiful young Theodocia, met her death 
at the hands of oeean pirates years ago, 
and how that fact was only recently estab- 
lished “by the discévery of a portrait of 
her, rescued from the schooner from 
whence she was thrown into the sea, is 
told in print herewith for the first time. 
Bays the Elkton, Md., correspondent of 
The Philadelphia Record. Involving, as it 
does, the deathbed confession of one of 
the pirates who drowned the young woman, 
the tale seems more like fiction than veri- 
fied history; but there are persons living 
hereabouts who have verified it in dctail 
and who will vouch for its accuracy. 

Theodocia Burr, a young woman of un- 
usual mental attainments, was married to 
the son of Judge Alston, of South Caroli- 
na, a relative of Washington Alston, the 
celebrated. historical painter. Mr: and 
Mrs. Alston resided on their plantation 
near Chgrieston. When Aaron Burr con- 
templated returning from the extended 
visit he made to Europe after his trial 
he wrote Mrs. Alston, to whom he was 
devotedly attached, asking her to meet 
him in New York on‘ his ‘arrival there. 
Mr. Alston, engrossed with the business 
of his plantation, found it impossible to 
accompany his wife. There being no rail- 
roads in those days, Mr. Alston, deeming 
that a@ summer trip from* Charleston to 
New York by sea would be less irksome 
to his wife than a stage journey by land 
chartered a coasting schooner. In this 
Mrs. Alston set out. She took with her, 
as* a present to her father, a beautiful 
painting of herself. But she never reached 
New York, and down to the present date 
the fate of Aaron Burr's only child has 
been a matter of speculation among his- 
torians, some contending that the vessel 
and all on board were lost at sea, others 
asserting that Mrs. Alston fell into the 
hands of some of the pirates who in those 
days infested the Atlantic coast. 

The Mystery Cleared. 


But the mystery has at last been cleared 
up. Its accuracy js vouched for by the 
former rector of Trinity Episcopal church, 
Elkton, a clergyman well known through- 
out Maryland and the middle states. 

About five years ago this clergyman was 
visiting his native state, North Carolina, 
and for several days was the guest of 
the widow of Dr. William. Poote, near 
Elizabeth City. Above the matelpiece, in 
Mrs. Poole’s parlor was an. old-fashioned 
painting, exquisitely executed, of a beauti- 
ful young woman, dressed in white. It so 
greatly interested the clergyman that he 
asked Mrs. Poole whom it was intended to 
represent. She then gave the following 
Story of it:. 

“Eight years previously,” she said, “Dr. 
Poole had taken his family to pass the 
Summer at the little coast town of Nag’s 
Head, N. C., where the United States man- 
of-war Huron came to grief. The place is 
largely populated by ‘bankers’—generally 
a rough class of men, who mainly earn a 
livelihood by picking up all species of 
flotsam and jetsam along the coast. One 
of these ‘bankers,’ however, was a very 
respectable and very old -fellow, named 
Mann. His wife was suffering from a com: 
plication of diseases, and Dr. Poole took 
great interest in her case. Under his treat- 
ment she recovered, and as a token of grat- 
itude to the doctor, presented him with 
the painting which so greatly interested 
the clergyman. Mrs. Mann said her hus- 
band had recovered it from a wreck. When 
quite a young man, he was walking along 
the shore one morning. His attention was 
then called to a coasting schooner under 
full sail, bearing swiftly down upon the 
dangerous bar, which, in later years, occa- 
sioned the loss of the Huron. With other 
‘bankers’ Mann put out to her assistance. 

“They .boarded the schooner, but found 
that the only living thing aboard was a 
little black and tah dog. Careful inspec- 
tion of the schooner proved nothing as to 
her antecedents. Even her name was not 
ascertainable. But ‘one of the cabins had 
evidently been very recently occupied by a 
woman, and in this cabin was the paint- 
ing which Mrs. Mann gave Dr. Poole, and 
which Dr. Mann appropriated: as his share 
of the salvage. The schooner shortly after- 
ward went to pieces.” 

Another Chapter of the Story. 

Dr. Poole was an énthuSiastic student of 
national matters. He felt certain that the 
picture had a very valuable history, and/ 
formed a suspicion that it might have rep- 
resented the mysteriously lost daughter of 
Aaron Burr, He put himself in communi 
cation with several historical societies on 
the matter, but his theory found Ifttte 
weight, in spite of,a faniily likeness being 
admitted. 

As the clergyman upon whose authority 
this story is given was returning from a 
recent visit to Mrs. Poole, while driving 
from that lady’s house to Elizabeth City 
to take the.cars home, he met a young 
man, whom he knew to be very bashful 
and much afraid of the gentler sex, driv- 
ing a strange woman in a buggy toward 
Mrs. Poole’s residence. In a letter written 
to Mrs. Poole shortly afterward he good-

naturedly referred to the incident and to

This Brought*from Mrs. Poole another | 
chapter in the story of the beautiful pic- 
ture. The strange woman was a descend- 
ant of the Burr tamily, who resides in Ve- 
troit, Mich. Her mame has temporarily es- 
caped the clergyman’s memory. the had 
been visiting at Virginia Beach, Va., where 
she had heard of Mrs. Pooie’s mysterious 
painting from a Nortn Carolina gentieman 
Her visit tu Elizabeth City was solely for 
the purpose of seeing the painting, and no 
sooner had she set eyes on it tman she ot- 
fered Mrs. Poole $v spot casn for the 
same, besides any other additional sum 
she might require. .Mrs. Poole refused to 
part with the treasure. She told the vis!- 
tor that there was a strong family likeness 
between the latter and the subject of the 
picture, whoever that subject might have 
been, and further informed her of the 
facts already given here as to how the 
painting came into her. possession.

The other 
day he offered $5,000 in prizes to be dis-, 
posed of as follows: The first prize of 
$2,000 and a gold medal, open to world- 
wide competition, for the best horseless 
carriage; a second prize of $1,500 for 
the next in merit, with the stipulation 
that if the first prize go to a vehicle of 
foreign invention or manufacture, the 
second shall be given to the most stc- 
cessful Amefican competitor; a third 
prize of $1,000, and a fourth prize of 
$500 in the order of merit, to be open to 
wotld-wide competition. 

The Times-Herald in making this an- 
nouncement states that {t desires to has- 
ten the day when other than horse 
power shall be used for land traction on 
common roads. The test is to be a pub 
lic one at an early day between Chicago 
and Milwaukee. -The vehicles must be 
of -practical utility intended for every- 
day use. The mechanical and other con- 
ditions of the contest will be announced 
later. 

The horseless carriages recently tested 
in France and those now manufactured 
by several American firms make it evi- 
dent that there is a reasonable probabil- 
ity of ninking these vehicles available 
for practical use, and it is believed that 
great progress will be made fn a very 
short time. The Daimler petroleum 
motor seems to have accomplished great 
results, and it is a common sight in 
Paris to see a horseless carriage pro- 
pelled by this power. In New York the 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals is thinking of substituting 
Daimler motors for horses on its am- 
bulances, and it is thought that the great 
department stores will soon have their 
delivery wagons propelled by the new 
petroleum motor. A three-horse power 
petroleum engine doing the work of 
two horses can be run in New York 
for 8 cents an hour. In these engines 
the petroleum produces a series of gas 
explosions at regular intervals. These 
regulated explosions furnish the mo- 
tive power. Daimler motors are now 
mide in this country and are used for 
marine purposes, but preparations are 
now being made to apply tliem to car- 
riages in our cities, and they will doubt- 
less be in demand wherever there are 
good streets and good roads. Electricity 
has yed a very small part as a mofor 
for these carriages, but it may come 
into use in future. 

Mr. Kohisaat’s offer will probably 
bring many inventors to the front, and 
some Of them will make reputations and 
money besides.

A Stinging Rebuke. 
The New York State Bankers’ Con-, 
vention met in Saratoga last Thursday, 
and as these institutions are in the main 
bound to the wheel of the Wall street 
juggernaut, a resolution was offered in 
opposition to the free coinage of silver. 
In that large gathering the people had 
one friend—and that friend was and is 
one of the most prominent and success- 
ful bankers of New York city—Mr. Wil- 
liam P. St. John, president of the Mer- 
cantile National bank. Speaking to the 
anti-free-coinage resolution: Mr. St. 
John said: 


Alone,. if not supported, I must oppose 
this resolution. Conyictions which antago- 
nize it forbid me to acquiesce in its adop- 
tion. 

I spent six of a ten years’ research into 
the world’s experience of money in eager 
pursuit of facts with which to substanti- 
ate the assumptions and allegations on 
which this resolution rests. I am satisfied 
that truth told accurately will not sub- 
stantiate it. 

The repeal of the so-called "Sherman act” 
linked the United States practically with 
all Europe to the untried attempt at one 
time’ to bese the money of all upon one 
commodity—gold; to restrict all increase 
of money to the little yearly new supply of 
gold that the arts and India do not absorb. 
On estimates of statisticlans whom my op- 
ponents honor, about one-third only of the 
annual production of gold is thus available 
for money, Hence, to fasten this attempt 
upon the United States and bind the expan- 
Sive energies of our seventy millions of 
people by such a restriction upon their 
money would seem to me to welcome peril 
if not to court disaster. 

Some recoveries in prices from the great 
depression which seemed to culminate last 
year are reported and more @eem likely. 
Nevertheless, my profound conviction is 
that to grant again to silver the right of 
transition into money at the will of its 
possessor, while continuing that grant to 
gold, is essential to the well-founded pros- 
perity of the United States. 

The assumption, under present and pros- 
pective conditions in the trading world, 
that the reopening of the mints of the 
United States to silver would banish gold 
ig no better founded on experience than 
Was that identical prediction with which 
the “‘Bland-Allison” act was threatened in 
1878 and which was put to scofn by the 
experience of the United States in the sub- 
quent twelve years. Instead of our ex- 
pelling gold as the result of that enact- 
ment we gained gold, beginning with the 
following year, until the aggregate sum of 
gold attracted from abréad approached 
$300, 000,000. 

In this connection I am prepared to prove 
in detatl that our coinage act of 1792 did 
not demonetize and banish gold; that our 
coinage act of 1834 did not demionetize and 
banish silver; that excessive issues of bank 
notes supplanted much of both metals dwur- 
ing both these periods, and much of both 
in each period was exported in settlement 
of our debit balances in foreign trade. 


It is worthy of note that the New 
York State Bankers’ Association did not 
ask Mr. St. John to furnish the proof. 
On the contrary, the members sat there 
with their fingers in their mouths and 
said nothing. They said nothing because 
they had nothing to say. There was 
not one in all that goldbug contingent 
ready to challenge St. John’s statements 
or willing to draw out the facts which 
he had in reserve. They sat mute, so 
for as the challenge was concerned, and 
proceeded to’adopt the cut-and-dried 
resolution which had been concocted in 
the back parlor of tlie Rothschild agency 
in New York. 


He Is Mistaken. 
In a divorce case in Cincinnati the 
other day Judge Wilson said from the 
bench: 


Any man who gives all his salary to his 
wife is a fool. My experience hag taught 
me that the average woman has no idea of 
the value of money. The exception is the 
old German market woman. 


Thou- 
sands of men find that the only way to 
sive money out of their salaries is to 
make their wives their bankers. The 
wife of the average wage earner wants 
a little home for the family, and if her 
husband will give her a fair chan¢e she 
will do her best to save money for the, 
purchase of 4 cottage. There are:Hosts 
of women in this country Who will de- 
ny themselves the comforts of life wather 
than spend the money intrusted to 
their care by their husbands. 

It is true, of course, that many 
women have no idea of the value of 
money, but a great many men are in 
the same boat. It would ~be easy to find 
any number of men who spend a dollar 
or two a day entertaining a crowd of 
idlers and explaining to them the cause 
of the financial depression which has 
left them strapped for funds.

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In the Good Old Times, 

People are always talking about the 
good old ‘times, and regretting the de- 
generacy of these days, but they should 
take care not to give an unqualified ii- 
dorsement to the past, 

In the early days of the republic peo- 
ple were no better in some respects than 
they are now, and in some things they 
were worse. A writer in The New Eng- 
land Magazine says that at the time of 
Shay’s rebellion in Massachusetts and 
the whisky war in Pennsylvania - a 
great many people expressed regret that 
the battles of the-revolution had ever 
been fought. During this period the 
people elected Aaron Burr vice presi- 
dent and despite his bad character he 
was for a time a popular idol. His 
great rival, Alexander Hamilton, was 
about as profiigate and unscrupulous as 
Burr, if some writers are to be believed. 

Nearly a century ago Theodore Dwight 
went to Yale college as its president and

Lotter- 
les were favored by the best people in 
the country. Duels were common north 
and south, and it was not until the Rev. 
Dr. Nott awakened the publie conscience 
in regard to the killing of Hamilton that 
affairs of honor began to meet with 
much opposition. 

Liquor was sold everywhere under al- 
most no restrictions. * Every grocery 
kept it and sold it In any quantity. Every- 
body drank, and house raisings, ship 
launchings and funerals always caused 
the consumption of large quantities of 
liquor. 

The distinctions between rich and poor 
were greater then than they are now. 
At public receptions President Washing- 
ton wore an embroidered —_ waist- 
coat, and stood on a little platform five 
steps above the floor. President Adams 
wore a dress sword on such occasions, 
“Gentlemen” and “yeomen” were ‘the 
words then used to d@ignate the social 
standing of citizens, and people attenged 
by servants and riding in their own 
vehicles were called “carriage people.” 

Partisan feeling was more bitter than 
it is now, and there were very few mar- 
riages between federal and anti-federal 
families. The laws were oppressive at 
the beginning of the present century, 
and many of the. nation’s best and 
bravest men were imprisoned for debt 
in fever-breeding jails until they died. 
The strong oppressed the weak, and 
the country was under the rule of small 
aristocrats and still smaller plutocrats. 
It is true that our best known histories 
do not give these facts, but they are 
now given by recent historians, who feel 
that they ean bring the truth to light 
without being persecuted by the families 
of some of the men who controlled af- 
fairs three generations ago. 

“The good old times” will have to be 
accepted as a mere phrase. It sounds 
well, but it does not mean much that is 
good.

CITIZENS TO ENCOURAGE THE SOUTHERN 


To Bring Its Headquarters to Atlanta in 
the Near Future— What the 
Meeting Will Do. 


Today at 12 o’clock sharp there will be 
& most important meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce for the purpose of encour- 
aging the proposed movement on the part 
of the Southern railway to bring ite head- 
quarters from Washington to Atlanta. 

President Stewart F.. Woodson, of the 
Chamber of Commerce, has called the 
members of that body to meet at the kall 
at high noon for the purpose named, and it 
is probable that a step will be taken lvok- 
ing to the securing of jhe headquarters of 
this great railroad system for Atlanta. 

As is well known, Atlanta is the natural 
center of the great system of railroads 
that has recently been formed under the 
name of the Southern. No one knows this 
better than the officials of the Southern, 
but they will not take any steps toward 
locating the headquarters of the Scuthern 
here until they have learned what is the 
Seneral sentiment of the people of this 
city on the subject. 

The following call of Prasident -Weced- 
son, of the Chamber of Commerce, stands 
for itself, and certain it is :hat every leyal 
citizen of Atlanta will hear«en untv the 
call and be present today at the Caamber 
of Commerce at 12 o'clock tharp* 

“The members of the Chanber of Com- 
merce are hercby requested to aitenu a 
Special called meeting in the hall cf the 
chamber tomorrow at noon, for tne purpose 
of taking some action on the proposed re- 
moval of the headquarters of the fFouthern 
Railway Company from Washingtca to 
Atlanta.

The “Georgia Magnet” Makes a Charge 
Against Her Husband. 


SAYS HE POISONED THEIR BABY 


She Was Married About a Year Ago 
to sa Paoliadelphian—Her Latest 
Trouble. 


Mrs. Annie Abbott, the “Georgia Mag- 
net,” bas come to the front again, this 
timie in a rather sensational role. 

Everybody in Atlanta knows of Mrs. Ab- 
bott. She appeared in this city some 
months ago and puzzled a large auaience 
with her remarkable feats. She threw 
a half dozen men about the stage as if they 
were little children, She performed 
feats that are only explainable on the 
ground of magnetism. 

A little later she went to New York and 
became tle sensation of the hour, She 
had all New York guessing. The newspa- 
pers had columns about her queer power. 
It was never fully explained to the satis- 
taction of the people. She gave an exhibi- 
tion at The World office at which Sandow 
and herself were the principal stars. San- 
dow wae there to.see if he could lift her. 
He didn’t do it. He tugged and strained 
to raise the little mite of a woman from 
the floor, but failed entirely. 

He gave it up and said he couldn’t for the 
life of him understand her unusual power. 
She continued to draw large audiences. Nel- 
lie Bly claimed to discover her trick and 
said it was all ‘“‘tommy rot,” but the public 
Was never satisfied about it. 

A few days later it was announced that 
Mrs. Abbott was to be married to a very 
wealthy Philadelphian and that she would 
give up her performances. There were col- 
umns about the wedding, and for a time 
Mrs, Abbott disappeared from public view. 
She reappeared Thursday, however, and 
from the story she tells it appears that her 
husband was not wealthy, as he was repre- 
sented to be, and that the marriage has 
been anything but a happy one. 

The story as told in The New York Morn- 
ing Journal is as folléws: 

“While the clerk at Bellevue hospital was 
entering early cases yesterday morning 4 
slender, nervous-looking woman, with a 
five-weeks-old baby in her arms entered, 

““*My child is poisoned,”’ she said. ‘Some- 
thing must be done for him at once.’ 

“The woman was Mrs. Annie-Hearn, who 
until recently had lived with her husband, 
J. C. Hearn, at No. 235 East Twenty-sev- 
enth street. She left him, she says, because 
he refused to support her, and then he vow- 
ed vengeance, ' 

On Tuesday evening, according to her 
Statement, she had taken the baby out and 
left it in charge of her daughter, a girl of 
twelve, while she went into a drug store. 

“While she was away, she says, her 
daughter told her that her husband appear- 
ed, raised the baby’s head, opened its mouth 
and rubbed a white powder inside. Some of 
the powder had fallen on the baby's neck, 
and she took it to a nearby drug store and 
found that it was morphine. Later she 
found a little vial containing tablets of su!- 
phate of morphine, which she believed 
Hearn had dropped. 

“Mrs. Hearn then went to the Yorkvilie 
court and obtained a warrant for her hus- 
band’s arrest. The charge was simple as- 
sault for her husband’s alleged abuse. 

“Mrs. Hearn lives on the top floor of No. 
235 East Twenty-seventh street, where she 
was seen by a reporter yesterday. She is 
no less a person than Mrs. Abbott, the 
‘Georgia Magnet,’ whom Sandow could not 
raise from the floor, although she does not 
weigh cone hundred pounds, 

** “My busband spent a fortune that he got 
from me,’ she said. ‘A thousand dollars in 
a week was nothing for him to spend. He 
pawned a $600 diamond pin, but the people 
were afraid and would only give $20 on it, 
and I was able to redeem it.’ 

“The couple parted and were reconciled 
several times, she said. He followd her 
everywhere she went, and finally to this 
city, where he severely beat her. Then, she 
says, the poisoning occurred. 

“At Bellevue hospital last night Dr. 
Braunwick said the baby was only sufferine 
from cholera infantum, If poison had been 
ee the child had swallowed none 
of it.”

THIEF MAKES A SPECIALTY OF- THEM 


A Neat Sum Was Contained in Each Jar 
Representing the Contributions of 
Hundreds of People 


If you have a contribution jar for the 
Grady hospital about your premises you 
had better chain it. 

There is a man in the city who seems 
to be making a specialty of walking off 
with jars of that kind, carrying with him 
the contents of the jars of course. 

No less than five jars containing contrt- 
butions for the children’s ward of the 
Grady hospital have been stolen in the last 
two days. Those who have lost them are 
Harry Silverman, the Lowry Banking Com- 
pany, the Merchants’ bank, the Atlanta 
National bank and Palmer, the Kimball 


house druggist. 
There’ may be others, but those named 
completed the list so far as known last 


night. 

Several weeks ago the lad‘es auxiliary 
of the Grady hospital, in their unceasing 
efforts to raise a fund for the purpose of 
completing the furnishing of the children’s 
ward of that institution, decided that it 
would be a good thing anda sure means of 
reaching a large number of charitably in- 
clined people by putting around in ali of 
the hotels, banks and public and private 
piaces, little glass jars in which contribu- 
tfons for the purpose named could be de- 
posited. The jars were made with a nickel 
in the slot hole at the top and through 
that aperture the public has been dropp-ng 
coing of every denomination and descrip- 
tion for many weeks. 

Was a Big Success. 

The experiment proved an entire success, 
a large sum of money having been raised 
through the medium of the jars. Travel- 
ing men were reached by the jars sitting 
around on the hotel counters and the pub- 
lic in general could hardly fa‘l to notice 
and drop acoin in those in the different 
drug stores and other places of business. 
The little glass jars became a fixture 
about the counters and@ stands and a close 
observer could not enter a place of any 
prominence but what he was reminded of 
the charitable work being done by the wo- 
men who have labored so unceasingly for 
the institution Atlanta ‘s so proud of, for 
the reason that before him was the little 
jar, an evidence itself of what the workers 
were doing. The jars all bore @ little tag 
informing the public that they were a 
receptacle for contributions for the benefit 
of the Grady hospital children’s ward and 
that donations would be thankfully re- 
ceived. The jars were hoked after by the 
proprietors of the different places in which 
they were blace@ and every few days Mrs. 
R. J. Gewry, who had the matter én 
charge, went around and ‘collected the 
money from them. In some of the places 
the jars became such a fixture in the eyes 
of those frequently around the place that 
they looked upon them in an indifferent 
manner, and when the sneak thiev.s began 
to walk off with the jars the proprietors 
of the places did not miss them until Mrs. 
Lowry called to make the usual collection. 

Found Them Gone. 

Yesterday Mrs. Lowry started out on @ 
tour of collection an@ before she had gone 
very far discovered that the jars were 
missing from several places. In most cases 
the proprietors and clerks of the places 
had not discovered that the jars were miss- 
ing until asked for by Mrs. Lowry, and 
they were greatly. surprised when they 
could not be found. Investigation and 
search failed to discover the jars in any 
instance and it at once dawned upon the 
minds of those interested that they had 
been stolen. 

The first detection of the thievery seems 
to have been discovered by Harry Silver- 
man, the Peachtree street cigar dealer. 
Early day before yesterday when he got 
to his place of business he discovered that 
the jar which had been on h'‘s counter for 
some weeks was not at its accustomed 
place and he at once began an investiga- 


tion, thinking that some of the clerks or 
habitues of the place had hadit for a 
joke. Continued search failed to disclose 


the whereabouts of the jar and Mr. Silver- 
man was finally compelled to believe that 
‘t had been stolen. He notified the detec- 
tives of the theft and has not yet heard ef 
the jar. 

Investigation yesterday morning develop- 
ed the fact that jars of the same kind that 
had been stolen from Mr. Bilverman were 
missing from the piaces mentioned, all of 
them containing sums ranging from $5 to 
$30. It is not known when the jars were 
stolen, bu@ most of those known to have 
been stolen were first missed yesterday. 

The detectives have no clew to the thief 
or thieves and it is probable that the jars 
have already, been made away with and 
broken and their contents posketed. The 
exdct sum of money missing is not known, 
but it will probabiy reach $100. 


Is THIS MURDERER JACKSON? 


A Negro Arrested in Athens Suapect- 
ed of Being the Slayer of Wilson. 


Acting chief of police, Captain J. M. 
Wright, received a telegram from D. Cran 
Oliver, chief of police of Athens, Ga., yes- 
terday stating that he had under arrest a 
negro flamed Will Jackson, who he thought 
was the negro Jackson wanted here for 
the murder of Ed Wilson. 

The Athens officer asked for a deacrip- 
tion of Jackson, which was sent immedi- 
ately by Acting Chief Wright, but at a 
late hour last night nothing further had 
been heard from Mr. Oliver.

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Shipped by Today's Steamers, 
THE RUMOR CONFIRMED AFTER CLOSE 


The Cereals Made Another Sharp Gain 
Yesterday — Liverpool Failed to Re- 
spond and Cotton Closed Lower. 


New York, July 12.—Speculation at the 
stock exchange today Was decidedly ir- 
regular, the railway list ruling firm, while 
gome rather sensational declines were not- 
ed in the Industrial group, Of the latter 
Leather preferred was the weakest, seiling 
down 4 per cent to 44% on reports that the 
compé ny intended to increase its capital to 
the extent of $4,000,000 bonds and similar 
amounts of common and preferred stocks. 
President Hoyt, subsequently denied these 
reports, and stated that the company held 
nearly $6,000,000 bonds in its treasury. The 
denial led to a sharp recovery and in the 
late trading the stock recovered to 88. 
American Sugar was under the hammer all 
day and dropped from. 110% to 197% with a 
subsequent rally to 108%. A leading trader 
was the heaviest seller of the stock, and his 
brokers fought every rally. While Sugar 
and Leather were heavy, Chicago Gas show- 
ed more strength, and on buying, supposed 
to be for the short account, advanced from 
62% to 56%@56%. Tobacco declined slightly, 
but Distilling and Cattle Feeding and Gen- 
eral Electric showed slight changes on the 
day. The railway list was firm throighout, 
the reports of damage to the spring wheat 
crop current yesterday having failed to ma- 
terialize. Dispatches to leading railway 
officials here were to the effect that the con- 
dition of spring wheat was all that could 
be desired. As a result the railway list held 
like a rock all day. Another thing which 
encouraged local holders was the successful 
placing of the $5,000,000 3% per cent loan of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company in 
London by the Speyers. New England was 
a weak spot, and fell 4% points to 47@49%s. 
Near the close, notwithstanding rumors of 
gold shipments by tomorrow’s European 
steamers, the market ruled firm, and as a 
rule the railway lia’ was at or near the top 
of the day. After the close of the board 
it was announced that a firm of bullion 
dealers had engaged $250,000 gold for ship- 
ment to Europe, and that the shipment 
might be increased to $375,000.

Chicago, July 12.~Thie increased activity 
in the grain market is again attracting 
outside attention, and today trading has 
been of a more general character than for 
some time past. Confidence, a very essential 
element in the production of results, is 
being gradually restored to the demoral- 
ized bulls of three days ago, and their 
belief in higher prices seems now more 
firmly established than on the previous 
occasion. They will certainly be more care- 
ful their purchases, and in following the 
market up, will likely pay more attention 
to the base of their pyramids. News; and 
conditions today have favored the-pulyers 
Reports from the nortwest are c ting, 
but the fact that they are so thus suggest- 
ing an uncertainty during the present crit- 
ical stage of the crop is considered bullish.

The move- 
ment in this country is a high, and re- 
ceiving centers are generally not looking 
for heavy receipts. Should the farmers 
sell just enough to pay their harvest ex- 
penses and store the rest ,which our ad- 
vices lead us to believe a great many will 
do, and with the elevators i# control of 
contract anl milling grades, it would cer- 
tainly have a very telling effect upon 
prices. We think wheat has merit around 
present prices. The cash market has been 
firm under_ liberal buying by the short in- 
terest. ‘ 

Soft corn advanced very quickly—nearly 
2 cents immediately after the opening. 
The good export demand and light con- 
tract stock has caused a scare. The wide 
spread between September and December is 
causing some comment, but at presnet, 
with such a small reserve on hand, we 
can see no special advantage in selling the 
former and buying the latter. On the other 
hand, should the short interest be large in 
September that option could easily be run 
to suit holders, while new crop months 
might be weak.

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The Brotherton-Yenable Case Set Over 
Until That Date, 


POSTPONEMENT ASKED BY MR. VENABLE 


It Will Be Heard on August 2d Without 
Fail—~News of the Courthouse 
Yesterday. 


Judge Richard Clark sent‘the hearing of 
the Brotherton-Venable case over until Au- 
gust 2d, despite the objections of Judge W. 
R. Hammond, counsel for Captain Brother- 
ton. 

‘When the case was called yesterday 
morning Judge John L. Hopkins, attorney 
for Mr. Venable, asked Judge Clark for a 
postponement of thecase. Judge Ham- 
mond at once arose and said that it 
was against the law to postpone it at this 
time. 

Judge Hammond said that according to 
law the presiding judge had to file decision 
in an application for quo warranto within 
ten days from the filing of the petition. 
He urged that the ten days twould soon be 
up, as the petition was filed on July 5th. 

Judge Hopkins said that he was fairly 
overwhelmed with work. He sa:d he had 
been at work upon the code and was un- 
able to give any time or attent.on to the 
Brotherton matter. He thought that it 
was nothing but fair that he should be 
given time to do his client’s case justice. 

Judge Clark said that he thought Judge 
Hopkins should have more time. 

Judge Hammond said that he didn’t see 
how more time could be granted. He sa‘d 
that the law was very plain on the subject 
and that it would clearly be a violation of 
law to send the case over longer than the 
lsth of July, and that this would make an 
immediate decision necessary. 

it was then suggested by Judge Hopkins 
that the present case Was merely an orna- 
mental affair. Judge Clark said that he 
would risk the supreme court in the mat- 
ter and would grant a postponement until 
July 26th. He sa:d that he was certain the 
letter of the law was not intended to be 
carried out, as the judge might be sick on 
the day set for the hearing and other 
provideytial causes might also intervene. 

At this juncture Mr. Venable appeared 
in court. He and Judge Hopkins held a 
consultation and Judge Hopkins then asked 
for further time. He explained that his 
client would/be out of the city and would 
not return before August Ist. Judge Clark 
then set the case for a hearjng on August 
2d. Captain Brotherton wandered into court 
about this time and said that the time was 
agreeable to him and it was so set.
